Rules  of  Order. 


X.  Business  :  How  Brought  Forward. 

All  the  business  of  the  Conference  excepting  such  as  may  be  brought 
forward  by  the  President,  shall  be  introduced  by  motion. 

XX.  Questions  of  Order. 

All  questions  of  order  shall  be  determined  by  the  President,  whose 
decision  shall  in  all  cases  prevail,  unless  overruled  by  an  appeal  to  the  Confer¬ 
ence  :  any  three  members  dissenting  from  the  President’s  judgment,  shall  have 
right  to  appeal  to  the  Conference. 

XXX.  Committees  :  How  Appointed. 

The  President  shall  appoint  all  Committees  not  otherwise  specially 
ordered  by  the  Conference. 

XV.  Motions  reduced  to  Writing. 

All  motions  or  resolutions  introduced  by  any  member  of  the  Conference 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Secretary  or  any  member  request  it. 

V.  New  Motion. 

No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  be  entertained  till  the  one  under 
consideration  shall  be  disposed  of,  which  may  be  by  adoption  or  rejection, 
unless  one  of  the  following  motions  should  intervene  ;  namely,  to  adjourn,  to 
lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  to  a  given  time,  to  refer,  to  postpone  indefinitely, 
to  amend  :  and  these  motions  shall  give  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  placed. 

VX.  Rules  of  Discussion. 

Every  member  shall  have  a  right  to  speak  on  any  motion,  but  shall  not 
speak  more  than  five  minutes  at  any  one  time,  nor  more  than  once  on  any  one 
subject  until  all  have  spoken  who  desire  to  do  so,  unless  by  special  permission 
of  the  Conference. 

VXX.  Absence 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  services  of  the  Conference 
unless  he  be  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 

VXXX.  To  Close  Discussion. 

It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  Conference,  when  he  thinks 
a  question  has  been  sufficiently  discussed,  to  move  that  the  question  be  taken 
without  further  debate,  and  if  the  motion  be  sustained  by  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  and  voting,  the  main  question  shall  then  be  put  without 
further  discussion.

THE  Conference  assembled  at  11  a.m.,  Bishop  Cyrus  D.  Foss 
in  the  chair.  The  Bishop  announced  Hymn  798,  the 
100th  Psalm  and  2.  Timothy  II  were  read  by  the  Rev.  D.  0. 
Fox  of  the  Bombay  Conference,  after  which  the  Rev.  J .  F. 
Goucher,  d.d.  of  Baltimore,  U.  S.  A.,  offered  prayer.  Two 
verses  of  the  Hymn  commencing,  “Jesus,  lover  of  my  soul” 
were  then  sung,  after  which  Bishop  Foss  addressed  the  Con¬ 
ference.  The  singing  of  a  verse  of  the  Hymn  commencing, 
“  Nearer,  my  God,  to  Thee”  concluded  the  Opening  Exercises. 

The  Secretary  of  the  last  session  called  the  roll  and  the 
following  brethren  responded  to  their  names  : — W.  H.  L.  Bat- 
stone,!.

On  motion  of  G.  K.  Gilder,  it  was  resolved  that  Dr.  Goucher 
be  invited  to  sit  with  the  Conference  and  participate  in  its 
proceedings,  and  that  the  letter  just  read  be  spread  on  the 
Minutes  of  the  Conference.

Goucher,  d.d.,  will  accompany  Bishop  Foss  in  his  official 
visit  to  India  and  Malaysia  during  the  coming  autumn  and 
winter ;  that  the  Board  affectionately  commends  Dr.  Goucher 
to  the  fraternal  attentions  of  Bishop  Thoburn  and  our 
missionaries  in  that  Empire ;  and  that  we  request  him  (1)  to 
particularly  familiarise  himself,  by  personal  inquiry,  with  all

Madras. 

Ellis  Roberts  presented  a  series  of  Resolutions  expressing 
appreciation  of  the  importance  of  the  work  of  the  Publishing 
House,  and  also  calling  for  special  efforts  to  be  made  to 
enrich  our  Vernacular  literature,  which  were  adopted  on 
motion.  (See  Res.  2.) 

G.  K.  Gilder  presented  a  resolution,  memorializing  Central 
Conference  to  issue  carefully  prepared  and  uniform  Statistical 
forms,  and  to  instruct  its  Secretary  to  collect  the  Statistics 
of  all  the  Conferences  in  Southern  Asia,  and  issue  an 
annual  tabulated  statement.  The  Resolution  was  adopted.

On  motion  of  G.  K.  Gilder,  Bishop  Thoburn  was  authorized 
to  draw  on  the  Book  Concern  for  the  amount  due  our  Con¬ 
ference  for  Conference  Claimants. 

Conference  adjourned  on  motion  of  W.  L  King. 

The  Doxology  was  sung,  and  Bishop  Foss  pronounced  the

HAIDAR ABAD  DISTRICT. 

W.  L.  King,  Presiding  Elder. 

In  reporting  the  Haidarabad  District  for  1897  I  wish  first  of  all  to  record  my 
heart-felt  thanksgiving  to  God  for  his  manifold  mercies  to  our  Mission  band  and 
His  manifest  blessing  upon  our  labours.  We  have  laboured  for  another  year.  We 
have  had  our  evident  triumphs  and  seeming  defeats;  our  usual  discouragements 
and  more  than  usual  encouragements.  It  may  seem  too  sanguine  a  view  of  the 
year  to  say  we  have  had  success  all  along  the  line,  but  I  know  not  where  1  am  will¬ 
ing  to  acknowledge  defeat  for  the  year’s  work.  This  is  not  saying  that  at  many 
points  we  have  not  failed  to  see  the  results  desired.  Our  hopes  have  not  all  been 
realized  or  our  plans  all  consummated.  We  rejoice  over  an  ingathering  larger  than 
in  any  preceding  year.  While  the  exact  figures  are  not  now  available  it  is  safe  to 
say  that  there  have  been  about  400  baptisms — an  advance  of  about  60  per  cent,  over 
the  preceding  year.  On  looking  back  to  the  organization  of  this  district  six  years 
ago  in  Bangalore,  we  find  that  the  circuits  composing  it  reported  in  the  aggregate 
for  the  previous  year  only  18  baptisms  and  of  those  baptized  17  were  children. 
There  were  in  the  newly  formed  district  seven  circuits.  There  are  now  fourteen. 
Of  the  new  circuits  formed  five  are  back  from  the  railway  lines,  and  to  visit  the 
principal  centers  on  these  circuits  one  n\ust  travel  about  1,000  miles  by  cart,  on 
horse  back  or  on  foot.  To  visit  the  14  circuits  of  the  district  and  hold  the  Quarter¬ 
ly  Conferences  as  provided  by  the  Discipline  the  Presiding  Elder  must  travel  at 
least  8,000  miles,  of  which  not  less  than  two-fifths  must  be  by  cart.  The  most 
distant  points  where  workers  are  stationed  are  about  700  miles  apart,  while  even 
wider  territorial  boundaries  may  be  drawn  at  any  time.  Within  these  wide 
boundary  lines  lies  a  field  of  great  promise  although  of  peculiar  difficulty  at  certain 
points.  We  rejoice  in  the  fact  that  two  circuits  report  accessions  from  heathenism 
this  year  that  have  hitherto  yielded  no  such  fruit  to  the  labourers.  We  expect  this 
will  be  but  the  beginning  of  spiritual  conquests  in  these  fields. 

Our  missionary  force  has  been  far  too  small  to  man  circuits  already  organized, 
and  at  the  same  time  all  have  felt  the  need  of  a  large  increase  to  our  force  of  native 
workers.  We  have  realized  this  need  as  we  have  looked  out  on  the  uncultivated 
fields  awaiting  the  sowing  of  the  seed  of  truth,  but  now  a  new  feature  appears  that 
deepens  our  realization  of  need.  While  there  are  still  the  uncultivated  fields,  there 
are  those  as  well  where  the  seed  has  been  sown  and  where  the  ripened  harvest  is 
greater  than  the  labourers  can  gather.  From  some  parts  of  the  district  the  Mace¬ 
donian  cry  is  coming  from  those  whose  spiritual  darkness  has  been  so  far  removed 
that  they  wish  to  present  themselves  for  Christian  baptism.  Surely  those  who 
sowed  amid  many  discouragements  in  the  years  gone  by  and  those  who  have  enter¬ 
ed  into  their  labours  in  the  day  of  ingathering  may  rejoice  together,  while  thrice 
happy  are  they  who  have  shared  in  both  the  sowing  and  the  reaping. 

While  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  baptized  I  believe  there  has 
been  greater  emphasis  placed  on  the  necessity  of  instructing  those  received.  On  all 
our  circuits  this  work  has  been  recognized  as  of  prime  importance  and  to  it  the 
missionaries  have  specially  devoted  themselves.  In  doing  this  there  has  naturally 
appeared  a  double  fruitage — the  growth  in  grace  of  those  previously  baptized  and 
the  baptism  of  new  converts. 

Again  I  believe  there  has  been  some  gain  in  self-support.  If  our  reports  do  not 
show  an  advance  in  the  aggregate  amount  contributed  I  shall  still  believe  there  has 
been  practical  advance.  What  has  been  done  during  the  year  has  been  accomplished 
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in  the  face  of  serious  obstacles  so  that  equal  per  capita  contributions  for  this  year 
mean  a  deepening  of  that  feeling  of  obligation  we  are  seeking  to  inspire.  It  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  one  circuit,  lying  in  a  section  where  there  has  been  great 
scarcity  all  the  year,  reports  more  than  a  four-fold  increase  in  the  amount  con¬ 
tributed  for  self-support  for  a  two-fold  increase  of  membership.  I  doubt  whether 
a  single  circuit  will  report  less  in  the  aggregate  than  for  the  preceding  year. 

It  has  been  our  privilege  during  the  past  year  to  minister  to  some  degree  here 
and  there  to  the  temporal  needs  of  both  Christians  and  heathens.  The  real  bearing 
of  this  work  on  our  general  mission  work  cannot  be  fully  understood.  While  at 
many  points  our  mission  property  has  been  improved  by  the  relief  work  carried  on, 
it  is  impossible  to  tell  whether  the  spiritual  results  of  the  year’s  effort  have  been  as 
great  or  greater  than  they  would  have  been  had  the  time  given  to  this  work  been 
devoted  to  direct  evangelistic  effort.  The  course  pursued  was  necessitated  by  the 
condition  of  the  people,  and  we  believe  a  special  blessing  will  rest  upon  the  effort  of 
God’s  people  to  relieve  the  distress  of  the  destitute.  In  some  places  the  people 
have  doubtless  become  more  favourably  disposed  towards  the  Christian  missionary 
and  the  religion  he  represents  as  they  have  noted  Christian  sympathy  for  physical 
suffering  evinced  by  practical  aid. 

There  has  been  some  improvement  in  our  mission  property  on  nearly  every 
circuit.  In  some  cases  it  has  been  effected  through  famine  relief  work  and  in  others 
either  in  whole  or  in  part  by  other  means.  At  Gulburga  a  well  has  been  nearly 
completed  at  a  cost  of  over  Es.  2,000  and  some  other  improvements  have  been  made. 
On  the  Wondalli  circuit  a  school  building  has  been  provided  by  local  subscriptions  at 
a  cost  of  Es.  500  to  take  the  place  of  the  cheap  thatched  one  destroyed  by  fire.  On 
the  Shorapur  circuit  we  have  purchased  three  plots  of  ground,  and  a  house  for 
a  native  worker  has  been  built.  A  well  is  nearly  completed  on  our  Kopbal  property 
and  some  other  improvements  have  been  made.  At  Yikarabad  the  hitherto  irregular 
boundary  of  our  property  has  been  changed,  thus  adding  to  the  extent  of  the 
property  while  improving  its  appearance.'  A  new  well  and  stone  school  building  are 
also  under  way.  The  property  at  Yellandu  has  been  improved  in  appearance  and  its 
utility  increased  by  general  improvements,  erection  of  buildings  and  the  construction 
of  a  tank.  At  Sironcha  a  house  has  been  erected  for  the  native  preacher,  and 
extensive  building  and  well  digging  work  has  been  carried  on  on  the  W.  F.  M.  S. 
property.  During  the  latter  half  of  the  year  building  operations  have  been  carried 
on  at  Jagdalpur  in  preparation  for  the  proposed  orphan  colony.  This  work,  though 
summarized  in  a  few  lines  has  claimed  much  outlay  of  time  and  strength  on  the  part 
of  our  missionaries,  and  has  materially  decreased  direct  evangelistic  work  in  the 
villages. 

Your  expectations  would  surely  not  be  met  nor  should  I  tell  the  whole  truth  if 
in  this  report  I  failed  to  say  that  we  have  needs — needs  great,  numerous  and  pressing. 
Twenty  thousand  dollars  will  not  more  than  meet  present  clearly  recognised  needs 
for  property  only,  while  Evangelistic  and  Educational  work  are  crippled  for  lack  of 
funds.  The  figures  given  do  not  include  the  needs  of  the  work  carried  on  by  the 
ladies  of  the  Woman’s  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  No  one  who  notes  the  extent  of 
our  field  and  the  number  of  our  missionaries  will  be  surprised  when  I  add  that  we  need 
more  missionaries — both  men  and  women.  We  need  them  to  carry  on  the  work  in 
hand,  and  how  much  more  if  we  are  to  extend  our  borders  so  as  to  take  in  adjacent  and 
needy  fields  that  await  not  only  the  day  of  reaping  but  that  of  sowing  as  well.  Our 
force  of  native  workers  is  too  small  to  meet  the  pressing  demands  of  our  existing 
work.  Unfortunately  we  have  not  yet  reached  the  point  where  our  own  work  yields 
the  workers  we  require  and  many  who  have  come  to  us  have  proved  unsatis¬ 
factory.  We  rejoice  however  that  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  has  sent  some  who  have 
become  thoroughly  efficient  labourers  and  whose  labours  have  been  crowned  with 
success.  To  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  we  lift  our  eyes  as  the  true  source  of  supply, 
praying  that  the  whitened  and  whitening  fields  may  not  want  the  needed  labourers. 
May  I  add  one  other  recognised  need — a  closer  walk  with  God  ;  more  of  the  mind  of 
the  Lord  Jesus.  We  would  not  forget  that  while  the  multitudes  await  the  Gospel 
message  they  expect  that  the  messenger  shall  be  like  his  Lord.  One  of  the  most 
hopeful  things  I  have  to  report  is  that  not  only  the  foreign  missionaries  but  also 
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a  large  number  of  our  native  brothers  and  sisters  are  hungering  and  thirsting  for 
more  of  the  mind  of  the  Master. 

In  closing  the  year  we  glance  to  the  past  to  note  the  special  mercies  and 
blessings  our  Heavenly  Father  has  bestowed.  With  these  memories  fresh  in  our 
minds  and  with  hearts  filled  with  gratitude  we  turn  with  hopefulness  to  a  new 
year  that  we  believe  has  in  store  still  greater  blessings  for  us. 


MADRAS  DISTRICT. 

Geo.  K.  Gilder,  Presiding  Elder. 

We  wish  we  could  report  all  the  advance  we  had  devoutly  hoped  for  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  Much  that  we  had  reckoned  on  accomplishing,  we  have  been 
compelled  to  leave  undone  through  circumstances  beyond  our  control.  And  yet  we 
have  not  been  wholly  without  tokens  of  encouragement.  In  divers  ways  the  Master 
has  made  it  abundantly  manifest  that  His  Presence  has  been  with  us.  Hence,  despite 
all  the  trials  and  perplexities  we  have  experienced  during  the  year,  we  feel 
constrained  to  acknowledge  gratefully  the  good  hand  of  our  God. 

Our  District  Conference  was  a  season  of  decided  spiritual  refreshment.  All 
who  attended  felt  that  it  was  good  to  be  there.  A  noticeable  and  particularly 
cheering  feature  of  the  session,  was  the  earnest,  and  in  some  cases,  intense  desire  on 
the  part  of  our  Indian  fellow-workers,  to  rise  to  a  higher  plane  in  the  things  of  God 
and  to  be  anointed  with  an  anointing  of  holy  power  for  more  fruitful  service. 

If  we  are  troubled  and  perplexed,  it  is  only  because  our  numbers  are  so  few, 
and  our  means  so  limited,  in  the  face  of  great  and  manifold  opportunities. 

Our  Tamil  field,  which  embraces  the  Yepery,  Pudupet,  Royapuram  and  Kodam- 
bakam  Circuits  has  been  the  most  productive  in  baptisms.  In  each  of  these  centres 
work  has  been  actively  pushed.  In  Pudupet  Circuit,  the  Hindu  gentleman  of 
whose  generosity  mention  was  made  last  year,  has  this  year  assumed  the  entire 
support  of  our  Narsingapuram  Day  School  for  Panchama  children,  and  in  addition 
has  undertaken  to  meet  the  salary  of  an  Evangelist  in  that  locality.  Last  October, 
a  series  of  special  services  wrere  held  in  the  Narsingapuram  quarter  of  the  circuit, 
which  were  well  attended, — Hindus,  Mohamedans  and  nominal  Christians  crowding 
the  room  and  giving  the  message  proclaimed  a  respectful  and  earnest  attention. 
This  evangelistic  effort  has  not  been  without  results.  A  young  Hindu  of  respectable 
family  and  a  Naidu  by  caste,  who  was  led  to  attend  these  meetings,  was  brought 
under  conviction,  and  searching  the  scriptures  for  himself,  was  converted.  He 
immediately  published  the  fact,  as  also  his  determination  to  be  baptized,  to  his 
relatives  and  friends;  and  fixing  the  day  of  his  baptism,  invited  them  all  tp  be 
present.  We  had  the  joy  of  administering  the  rite  to  him  on  Sunday,  the  21st 
November,  and  are  glad  to  report  that  the  young  man  continues  steadfast  although 
cast  out  by  all  his  people.  Enquirers  too  have  multiplied — not  the  least  interesting 
of  these  being  a  Pandit,  the  spiritual  leader  of  Sudra  sect  of  religionists.  This  man 
was  for  long  a  bitter  and  uncompromising  opponent  of  Christianity  and  of 
Christians.  More  than  once  he  has  displayed  his  hostility,  by  disturbing  our 
preachers  and  by  dispersing  their  audiences.  But  now,  this  priestly  Hindu  has 
come  under  the  power  of  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.  He  confesses  to  utter  disbelief 
in  Hinduism;  has  accepted  Christ  and  His  Divine  teachings ;  is  diligently  studying 
the  Word  ;  attends  our  meetings;  and  has  expressed  his  resolve  to  be  baptized  before 
long.  He  is  a  gifted  man,  has  influential  connections  in  Madras  and  numerous 
disciples  who  revere  him  as  their  guru. 

Royapuram  circuit  includes  work  carried  on  at  certain  rural  points  not  many 
miles  distant  in  the  immediate  vicinage  of  the  Madras  Railway.  This  work  owes 
its  existence  and  development  to  our  departed  brother  William  F.  G.  Curties,  who, 
both  in  the  Vernacular  and  English  sections  of  his  circuit,  laboured  efficiently  and 
zealously.  In  Royapuram  we  possess  a  convenient  base  for  the  vigorous  prosecution 
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of  missionary  labour  northward  of  Madras,  which  we  ought  to  utilize  to  greater 
advantage. 

At  Kodambakam,  we  have  gathered  a  tiny  Christian  community  from  among  the 
Panchamas.  In  this  circuit,  enquirers  abound  among  this  class.  We  could  readily 
baptize  them  by  the  score,  if  only  we  could  provide  them  with  land  to  settle  on. 
They  are  an  oppressed  people  in  many  respects,  dependent  for  their  daily  bread  on 
the  mirasidars  or  hereditary  land  owners  who  employ  them  to  till  their  farms. 
They  are  extremely  poor,  and  are  practically  serfs  of  the  mirasidars.  To  be  baptized 
means  loss  of  employment  and  starvation,  and  possibly  confiscation  of  house  and 
home,  since  the  mirasidars  resent  and  oppose  every  attempt  on  our  part  to  raise  the 
position  of  the  Panchama.  The  only  way  to  help  this  class  is  to  secure  them  waste 
lands  from  Government,  and  fit  them  out  with  a  plough  and  a  yoke  of  oxen.  But 
all  this  means,  of  course,  money.  Without  some  special  fund,  it  would  be  worse  than 
folly  to  attempt  anything  in  this  direction.  Meanwhile  the  people  are  weary  of 
idolatry  and  of  their  serfdom,  and  long  for  something  better. 

Work  in  Vepery  Tamil  circuit  has  gone  steadily  forward.  A  Boys’  Orphanage 
was  re-opened  last  June.  We  have  at  this  date  nine  lads.  Owing  to  straitened 
finances  as  well  as  limited  accommodation  we  have  been  compelled  reluctantly  to 
refuse  admission  to  applicants  time  and  again.  The  lads  spend  half  the  day  in 
school,  and  the  other  half  at  our  Publishing  House,  where,  availing  ourselves  of  a 
generous  offer  of  the  Agent,  Dr.  Rudisill,  who  has  taken  a  hearty  and  sympathetic 
interest  in  the  enterprise,  they  are  taught  paper-sorting  and  book-binding. 

Both  in  Vepery  and  in  Boyapuram  our  English  work,  notwithstanding  many 
drawbacks,  has  successfully  held  its  own.  Our  Sunday  congregations  in  Boyapuram 
have  by  their  size  demonstrated  the  need  for  our  ministrations  in  that  neighbour¬ 
hood;  while  the  large  and  appreciative  audiences  filling  our  Vepery  Church,  have 
testified  to  the  Divine  blessing  resting  upon  the  Pastor  and  his  wife  in  their  labour 
of  faith  an.d  love.  Vepery  English  Church,  with  its  Sunday  schools,  Senior  and 
Junior  Epworth  Leagues  and  other  activities,  is  a  power  of  good  in  the  community. 

In  the  Mysore  division  of  the  District,  where  our  native  work  is  linguistically 
Kanarese ;  beginning  with  Kolar,  we  notice  among  the  people  both  in  the  town 
and  neighbouring  villages  a  friendlier  front  and  a  greater  readiness  to  hear  the 
word  of  God.  We  cannot  however  report  any  large  accessions.  For  our  Kanarese 
congregation,  services  are  conducted  regularly  on  Sundays  and  week  days.  There 
are  also  Kanarese  chapters  of  both  Senior  and  Junior  Epworth  Leagues  which  have 
proved  a  means  of  much  real  blessing  to  the  young  people  in  our  Boarding  schools. 
This  year  for  the  first  time,  the  church  took  a  decided  step  towards  raising  a  part  of 
their  Pastor’s  salary,  albeit  the  year  has  been  one  of  drought  and  no  little  hardship. 

Industrial  work  in  the  circuit  received  an  impetus  since  Bro.  Hollister’s  return 
to  the  field.  He  is  a  past  master  in  things  industrial,  and  has  set  afloat  several 
practical  schemes,  all  of  which  under  his  able  and  experienced  management,  we 
believe  will  result  in  solid  help  to  our  work  in  the  near  future. 

In  Betmangal,  Hosur,  Mulbagal,  Bollingspur  and  Srinavasapur,  our  native 
preachers  have  toiled  patiently  and  faithfully :  attending  Jatras,  visiting  adjacent 
villages  and  village  bazars,  selling  and  distributing  Scriptures.  They  have  had 
some  fruit,  notably  in  Hosur  where  quite  recently  nine  have  been  baptized. 

Bowringpet  circuit  extends  from  Yellahanka  on  the  Southern  Maliratta  Bailway 
toward  the  west,  to  Kuppam  on  the  Madras  Bailway,  on  the  east.  Bro.  Buttrick 
has  energetically  carried  on  operations  in  his  wide  field,  but  has  been  severely 
handicapped  through  lack  of  sufficient  helpers.  Throughout  this  circuit,  as  also 
throughout  every  other  portion  of  our  Mysore  field,  the  country  is  being  well 
seeded  with  the  Word  of  the  Living  God.  The  statistical  returns  will  show  how 
much  has  been  done  of  work  of  this  kind,  in  this  region  during  the  year.  Such 
sowing,  we  are  confident,  must  result  in  a  rich  harvestry  of  souls,  sooner  or  later. 

Bro.  Buttrick  has  also  had  the  care  of  an  Eurasian  Boys’  Orphanage  and  Indus¬ 
trial  School.  This  Institution  has  proved  a  veritable  refuge  to  more  than  one  poor 
vraif,  and  is  dependent  solely  on  voluntary  contributions.

Bangalore  lias  also  its  Kanarese  work,  which  is  supported  by  our  English 
Church  in  Richmond  Town.  This  work  is  capable  of  expansion,  but  want  of  funds 
cripples  it  on  every  side. 

The  English  Church  has  been  deprived  for  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  of  its 
Pastor,  who,  owing  to  a  serious  throat  disorder,  has  been  ordered  a  rest,  aud  under 
medical  advice  has  gone  on  a  sea  trip  to  Europe.  But  the  work  has  been  successfully 
sustained  in  all  departments,  no  little  credit  being  due  to  the  Pastor’s  wife,  who  has 
courageously  held  the  fort,  amididiscouragements  of  no  ordinary  kind. 

Publishing  House  : — Our  Publishing  House  at  Mount  Road,  Madras,  continues 
to  enjoy  the  deservedly  earned  reputation  of  being  the  best  Press  in  the  land.  A 
noon-day  prayer  meeting  has  been  started  for  the  employees,  to  which  workmen  in 
the  different  other  large  business  establishments  hard  by,  are  also  invited.  These 
meetings  are  held  in  the  spacious  room  in  the  fore  part  of  the  building,  which  it  is 
proposed  to  use  as  an  Evangelistic  Hall.  A  Tamil  Day  School  and  Sunday  School 
on  Mount  Road,  are  also  conducted,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Publishing  House,  both 
of  which  are  encouragingly  attended,  and  are  full  of  promise. 

Woman’s  Foreign  Missionary  Society  : — In  Bangalore,  Mrs.  Walker  has  very 
diligently  attended  to  and  supervised  the  schools  and  village  work  of  the  Society. 
In  Kolar,  a  Deaconess  Home  has  been  opened,  and  the  work  has  been  materially 
strengthened  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Fisher.  In  Madras,  Miss  Stephens,  after 
long  aud  patient  waiting,  has  succeeded  in  securing  a  property  which,  when  improved 
and  provided  with  the  required  extra  accommodation,  will  give  her  growing  and 
many-sided  work  the  home  it  so  urgently  calls  for. 

Before  closing  this  Report  I  should  like  to  add  that  the  question  of  reinforce¬ 
ments  is  one  that  demands  earnest  and  prompt  attention.  Our  Missionary  force  in 
the  District  is  comparatively  a  depleted  one.  Not  a  man  among  us  this  year,  but 
has  been  heavily  overburdened.  We  need,  imperatively,  three  new  missionaries — 
one  for  the  Tamil,  and  two  for  the  Kanarese  section  of  the  District.

II.  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 


In  this  Conference  we  have  Sunday-schools  in  live  languages,  English,  Hindus¬ 
tani,  Telugu,  Kanarese  and  Tamil. 

On  our  seven  English  Circuits  with  about  450  Members  and  Probationers 
we  have  about  900  Sunday-school  scholars  and  a  voluntary  force  of  84  Officers  and 
Teachers. 

Our  English  work  therefore  seems  full  of  promise  and  encouragement. 

In  a  Native  Christian  community  of  1,746  we  find  there  are  815  Christian 
scholars,  and  besides  these  there  are  1,563  non-Christian. 

Thus  Ave  have  a  total  of  86  Sunday-schools,  224  Officers  and  Teachers,  1,721 
Christian  scholars  and  1,563  non-Christian,  an  increase  of  3  schools,  27  Officers  aud 
Teachers,  193  Christian  scholars,  a  decrease  of  251  non-Christians  but  a  total  in¬ 
crease  of  58  scholars.  With  over  500  baptisms  we  think  the  increase  of  193  Chris¬ 
tian  scholars  insufficient. 
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During  the  past  year  there  have  been  conversions  in  our  English  Sunday- 
schools  and  a  number  have  been  received  from  them  ou  probation  in  our  Church. 

The  Native  Sunday-schools  are  held  in  the  school  houses  where  we  have  day 
schools,  but  the  others  are  held  under  trees,  iu  village  thoroughfares,  in  the  shade  of 
huts,  &c.  Parents  oft-times  come  and  listen  to  the  word  of  truth  taught  the  chil¬ 
dren,  and  in  one  station  the  first  convert  of  the  year  was  such  an  one. 

Little  children  in  repeating  Christian  truths  in  their  houses,  in  taking  home 
the  S.  S.  Lesson  Leaves  and  Cards  furnished  by  our  Publishing  House,  scatter  the 
Gospel,  thus  fulfilling  the  Scriptures,  “  a  little  child  shall  lead  them.”  One 
incident  is  told  of  a  Sunday  School  scholar,  a  little  girl,  who  when  some  heathen 
ceremony  was  in  progress  in  her  house,  refused  to  bow  down  to  the  idol,  but  re¬ 
peated  the  Lord’s  Prayer  instead.  Some  children  profess  conversion  and  desire 
baptism  but  their  parents  object. 

Thus  we  see  that  Sunday  Schools  amongst  non-Christians  as  well  as  amongst 
Christians,  are  exceedingly  important  and  would  recommend  that  every  missionary 
and  worker  give  special  attention  in  the  future  to  the  organization,  continuance 
and  increase  of  Sunday-schools  wherever  they  can  be  formed.

III.  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

It  appears  to  your  Committee  that  there  has  never  been  a  time  in  the  history 
of  the  South  India  Conference  when  the  singing  of  the  doxology  would  be  more 
appropriate  than  at  this  present  time.  God  has  been  with  us  of  a  truth. 

Our  full  members  have  increased  from  628  to  922  and  our  probationers  from 
588  to  840  during  the -year.  This  is  an  increase  of  44  per  cent,  in  members 
and  probationers.  The  number  of  baptisms  has  gone  up  from  375  to  651,  an 
increase  of  73  per  cent.  While  we  regret  that  these  increases  have  not  been 
greater,  we  rejoice  exceedingly  for  what  these  figures  tell  of  past  success,  as  well  as 
for  what  they  predict  for  the  future.  If  our  converts  increase  at  the  same  rate  for 
the  next  five  years,  we  shall  then  have  a  Christian  community  of  about  27,000 
souls;  and  in  eight  years,  or  in  1906,  we  shall  have  in  the  South  India  Conference 
1,30,000,  more  than  we  have  now  in  all  India.  These  figures  seem  startling,  but 
were  we  all  filled  with  the  Holy  Spirit,  might  we  not  see  that  number  coming  into 
the  fold  and  might  we  uot  also  be  enabled  to  care  for  them  all  P 

The  spiritual  condition  of  our  native  church  is  not  such  as  to  cause  discourage¬ 
ment,  but  we  feel  that  it  is  not  what  it  ought  to  be.  While  we  rejoice  to  see  large 
numbers  coming  into  the  Church,  we  feel  like  exhorting  every  brother  in  the  Con¬ 
ference  to  follow  Paul  in  endeavouring  to  “  present  every  man  perfect  in  Christ 
Jesus.”  The  doctrines  of  regeneration  and  entire  sanctification  by  faith  in  Christ, 
preached,  testified  and  exemplified  by  us  and  our  helpers,  will,  with  the  help  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  raise  up  in  our  Conference  a  holy  people.  On  the  other  hand  if  we 
neglect  these  doctrines  to  any  degree  we  shall  have  our  church  filled  with  baptised 
heathen  who  will  be  to  us  a  source  of  sorrow,  and  to  the  Church  of  Christ  a  stand¬ 
ing  reproach. 

Something  is  being  done  for  the  intellectual  development  of  our  Native  Church. 
But  there  is  much  room  here  for  improvement.  We  cannot  hope  for  a  vigorous 
self -propagating  church  while  the  members  remain  in  gross  intellectual  darkness. 
In  order  to  dispel  this  darkness  persistent  attention  should  be  given  to  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  village  schools  as  well  as  to  schools  of  a  higher  grade,  wherever  justi¬ 
fiable. 

In  the  matter  of  self-support  in  the  Native  Church  our  statistics  show  a  decrease 
for  the  past  year.  We  hope  there  may  prove  to  be  some  mistake  in  these  figures 
which  will  show  an  increase  instead ;  but  whether  this  be  so  or  not  it  behoves  us  to 
bestir  ourselves  in  this  matter.  Our  church  is  growing,  opportunities  are  multi- 
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plying,  our  financial  obligations  are  daily  increasing  while  amounts  received  from 
our  Missionary  Society  are  decreasing.  This  means  self-help  or  stagnation.  Self- 
help,  if  not  entire  self-support,  is  possible.  But  we  must  have  some  system.  A 
system  of  grant-in-aid  would  no  doubt  be  stimulating  and  helpful.  A  system  of  this 
kind  which  would  make  the  support  of  each  pastor  and  pastor-teacher  depend  upon 
his  receiving  a  certain  specified  amount  from  his  congregation  or  school  would,  we 
doubt  not,  go  a  long  way  toward  the  solution  of  the  difficult  problem  of  self-support. 

In  the  English  work  there  have  been  during  the  past  year  a  number  of  special 
meetings  held  in  various  places  which  have  been  attended  with  much  blessing. 
Members  of  the  Church  have  been  built  up  and  strengthened,  and  sinners  converted. 
We  still  maintain  that  the  English  work  is  a  very  important  factor  in  the  work  of 
the  Conference.  We  believe  that  the  bond  between  the  English  and  the  Native 
churches  is  becoming  stronger  and  stronger.  Nearly,  if  not  quite,  all  the  English 
congregations  are  helping  in  the  evangelization  of  the  non-Christian  population. 

The  Minutes  of  the  Madras  District  Conference,  which  were  referred  to  this 
Committee  for  audit,  have  been  examined  and  found  satisfactory.

V.  MEMOIR. 

William  F.  G.  Curties  was  one  of  India’s  own,  and  spent  his  life  for,  and  gave 
his  ministry  to,  the  land  of  his  birth.  He  was  born  at  Kampti  in  the  Central 
Provinces,  but  received  his  education  in  Madras,  and  his  later  years  of  service  for 
the  Master  were  passed  in  this  latter  place. 

Brother  Curties  was  a  spiritual  son  of  Bishop  William  Taylor,  having  been 
born  of  the  spirit  in  one  of  William  Taylor’s  meetings  held  in  Bombay  in  March 
1872.  The  seed  of  God  within  him  became  planted  in  good  soil,  and  under  the 
gracious  and  fructifying  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit  it  developed  rapidly  and 
surely,  and  in  the  course  of  his  subsequent  career  it  “  sprang  up  and  increased,  and 
brought  forth”  many-fold. 

Immediately  after  his  conversion  he  united  with  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  and  at  once,  whilst  still  in  secular  employ,  commenced  to  make  known  to 
others  “  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ.”  In  1874,  in  obedience  to  the  Divine 
call  which  he  distinctly  heard,  he  offered  himself  for  the  full  work  of  the  ministry. 
He  was  sent  to  Igatpnri,  and  shortly  afterwards  to  Jabalpur.  His  subsequent 
appointments  were  Hyderabad  together  with  Secunderabad,  Perambore,  Bellary, 
Mhow,  Allahabad,  Agra,  Secunderabad,  and  lastly  Madras. 

The  general  testimony  of  those  who  knew  Brother  Curties  best  is,  that  he  was 
indeed  a  man  of  God,  living  in  the  “  secret  place  of  the  Most  High,”  and  in  his 
life  and  work  manifesting  the  spirit  of  his  Master  in  an  eminent  degree.  He 
threw  his  whole  soul  into  his  wawk.  Possessed  of  a  real  zeal  for  the  salvation  of 
souls,  and  instrumental  in  leading  souls  to  Christ,  he  yet  more  especially  excelled 
as  a  teacher  in  the  church  of  God.  His  preaching  was  well  calculated  to  build  up 
believers  in  their  most  holy  faith. 

From  several  quarters  have  come  words  emphasizing  one  distinctive  feature 
of  our  departed  brother’s  character  and  work.  His  walk  with  God  was  so  constant 
and  intimate  that  he  knew  howto  talk  with  God,  and  prevail  with  Him.  He  was 
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a,  man  mighty  in  prayer.  In  this  undoubtedly  iay  the  secret  of  his  being  able  to 
impress  others  with  his  sanctity  of  life. 

Brother  Curties  was  not  physically  robust,  but  by  care  of  the  health  God  granted 
him,  he  was  spared  to  labor  for  the  somewhat  iengthy  term  of  23;V  years.  And  the 
summons  to  his  rest  and  reward  came  whilst  in  the  midst  of  his  labors.  The 
disease  to  which  he  succumbed  was  contracted  in  the  faithful  and  loving  pursuit  of 
his  pastoral  duties.  He  was  attacked  by  cholera  at  3  a.m.  on  Thursday,  the  I9th 
of  August  last.  Medical  skill  was  obtained,  and  at  some  hours  during  that  date  it 
seemed  as  if  the  disease  would  be  conquered  and  expelled  from  his  system.  But  by 
5  p.m.  a  change  for  the  worse  took  place,  and  about  6  p.m.,  15  hqurs  after  the  first 
attack,  the  call  came,  and  Brother  Curties  entered  into  the  presence  of  his  King. 
He  was  very  cheerful  during  these  brief  but  trying  hours  of  illness,  but  left  no 
special  dying  testimony.  It  was  not  necessary  that  he  should.  His  life  and 
character  remove  all  doubt  as  to  his  triumph  over  death,  and  his  abundant  entrance 
into  the  everlasting  kingdom  of  his  Lord  and  Saviour. 

Webless  God  for  the  life  and  Ministry  of  a  fellow-laborer,  respected  and  beloved, 
raised  up  here  in  India,  and  pray  that  his  mantle  may  fall  on  others  of  his  saved 
fellow-countrymen,  constraining  them  to  consecrate  their  all  to  God,  and  making 
them  quick  to  heed  the  Divine  call  to  “  go  and  preach  the  gospel.”

VI.  TEMPERANCE. 

Your  Committee  are  glad  to  believe  that  on  the  whole  our  Christians  and 
Church  members  are  loyal  to  our  standards  in  reference  to  the  evil  of  intemperance. 

The  use  of  liquor,  tobacco  and  opium  in  rupees,  annas  and  pies  may  not  represent 
so  numerically  a  formidable  an  object  lesson  in  India  as  in  Christian  lands  of  the 
Occident.  In  America  or  England  2  annas  is  a  fair  price  for  a  “common  drink”  or 
a  “smoke,”  in  India  perhaps  a  mere  fraction  of  one  anna  does  it.  But  when  we 
consider  the  smallness  of  income  and  resource  in  India,  it  is  more  than  an  open 
question  whether  these  items  of  intemperance  are  not  as  momentous  as  in 
Western  lands. 

It  is  therefore  of  the  utmost  moment  that  we  walk  by  the  letter  and  the 
spirit  of  our  discipline  in  inculcating  right  principles.  If  we  do  not  wish  to  see 
Satan  wheedle  away  before  our  eyes  the  humble  resources  of  our  Christians  for  self- 
support,  we  ought  to  aim  at  total  abstinence  from  liquor,  tobacco  and  opium  in  all 
forms.  There  is  little  doubt  that  more  is  wasted  on  these  items  than  the  support 
of  the  gospel  and  its  institutions  gets. 

We  do  not  tarry  a  moment  to  emphasize  the  overwhelmingly  unanimous  opinion 
of  the  medical  world  that  intoxicants  and  narcotics  are  poisonous  and  injurious. 
Planting  our  feet  upon  the  unquestionable  demonstrations  of  science  it  becomes  us 
to  push  forward  in  the  creation  of  right  sentiment  and  steadily  oppose  the  use  of 
liquor,  tobacco  or  opium  except  medicinally,  on  economic  and  social  grounds.  We 
therefore  urge  each  other  to  great  fidelity  in  the  instruction  of  persons  seeking 
baptism,  that  they  may  intelligently  understand  our  doctrine  in  these  matters. 

We  would  also  urge  the  faithful  inculcation  of  our  principles  in  these  matters, 
among  our  church  members  and  especially  among  the  children.  Privately  and 
publicly  unequivocal  sentiments  should  be  lovingly  proclaimed. 

We  deplore  the  fact  that  the  British  Government,  to  whom  we  owe  so  much,  is 
deeply  immersed  in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  liquor  and  opium.  We  pray  that 
a  day  may  soon  come  when  this  can  no  longer  be  said. 

If  we  are  careful  and  faithful  in  raising  up  a  Church  in  this  land,  clean  in  all 
these  evils,  we  shall  have  a  Church  with  means  for  self-support,  of  great  moral  power, 
easily  recognizable  as  a  “peculiar  people”  in  the  Bible  sense.

VIII.  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

The  statistics  show  that  the  Conference  has  52  schools,  in  which  105  teachers 
instruct  1,967  scholars.  Education  is  imparted  in  the  English,  Tamil,  Telugu, 
Mahratti,  Kanarese  and  Hindustani  languages. 

Did  means  allow  our  schools  could  be  multiplied  a  hundred  fold  in  one  year. 
In  the  Territories  of  Hyderabad  especially  the  cause  of  elementary  education  is  in 
such  a  lamentably  backward  state  that  tracts  and  books  are  not  at  all  the  efficient 
agencies  for  good  that  they  are  in  other  parts  of  the  field. 

Though  the  condition  of  things  varies  considerably  in  the  different  charges,  and 
our  educational  work  is  but  in  an  initiatory  state,  we  deem  it  important  to  impress 
upon  all  the  advisability  of  persistently  endeavouring  to  be  faithful  to  the  fee 
system,  and  to  bring  our  schools  into  greater  uniformity  in  the  matter  of  courses  of 
study. 

A  good  work  has  been  done  during  the  year  in  spite  of  many  difficulties.  The 
number  of  scholars  in  Vepery,  Madras  and  in  adjacent  villages  is  523. 

The  Boys’  A.  V.  Middle  Schools  in  Hyderabad  have  in  this  their  twelfth  year 
come  to  a  crisis  in  their  history.  One  school  is  in  the  Residency  limits  and  the 
other  in  the  heart  of  the  walled  city,  which  has  a  population  of  200,000.  The  latter 
being  the  only  school  in  the  whole  city  where  the  Bible  is  taught  meets  with  great 
opposition  as  does  also  the  Residency  school.  This  would  conduce  to  the  promotion 
of  their  ultimate  success  but  for  the  fact  that  they  are  undermanned,  and  thus  are 
under  great  disadvantage  to  compete  with  rival  schools  in  the  matter  of  efficiency 
and  attendance,  which  endangers  the  continuance  of  grants  from  Government — one 
of  which  has  already  been  reduced. 

Our  cry  is  more  funds!  These  schools  have  during  the  year  1897  secured 
Rs.  567  in  fees. 

The  W.  F.  M.  S.  Anglo-Vernacular  Middle  School  at  Hyderabad  has  had  a 
successful  year  and  this  success  has  been  recognized  by  Government  with  a  substan¬ 
tial  grant-in-aid. 

Gulbarga  has  86  on -the  rolls  of  whom  some  are  adults  attending  a  night-school 
under  training  as  pastor-teachers.  Efforts  are  made  to  plant  a  small  school  under 
a  Christian  teacher  wherever  there  is  found  the  nucleus  of  a  Church. 

The  most  urgent  need  of  the  GuJbarga  Boarding  School  is  not  more  pupils 
but  funds  to  erect  the  absolutely  indispensable  accommodation  for  the  increased 
number  of  boys  and  girls  already  enrolled. 

At  Kolar  the  schools  of  the  W.  F.  M.  S.  and  those  of  the  parent  Society  are 
being  brought  up  to  a  higher  state  of  efficiency  than  was  hitherto  possible.  The 
presence  of  Miss  Fisher  has  had  a  marked  effect  on  the  girls’  schools. 

The  industrial  school  is  becoming  widely  known  through  its  improved  agricul¬ 
tural  implements. 

The  Baldwin  High  Schools  at  Bangalore  teach  up  to  the  Matriculation  Standard, 
and  report  an  increase  of  5  percent,  making  the  pupils  on  the  rolls  229,  of  whom  65 
are  Boarders. 

The  Government  has  not  only  restored  the  grant  in  aid  of  Rs.  100,  but  also 
increased  it  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Inspector  of  Schools  to  Rs.  250  per 
mensem.  As  indicative  of  the  financial  progress  and  constant  advance  of  the  Schools 
the  following  facts  are  significant : — - 

Receipts  from  all  sources  without  Government  grant  for  1894-95  Rs.  21,000.

The  Committee  notes  with  satisfaction  the  general  desire  and  endeavour  to 
train  native  workers  and  regrets  the  fact  that  funds  do  not  allow  the  establishment 
of  properly  equipped  institutions  for  theological  and  normal  training,  and  suggests 
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that  all  pastors  be  reminded  of  the  importance  («)  of  working  to  their  utmost  the 
provisions  of  the  correspondence  school  scheme,  and  ( b )  of  arranging  for  the  bringing 
together,  at  intervals,  all  local  preachers,  exhorters  and  teachers  in  their  charges  to 
receive  help  and  guidance  in  their  studies. 

The  Educational  work  in  the  Conference  is  carried  on  chiefly  in  the  interest  of 
the  Christian  communities.  Scarcity  of  men  and  limced  means  have  rendered  this 
inevitable. 

It  is  evident  that  the  little  that  has  been  done  among  the  heathen  has  not 
been  without  fruit.  The  W.  F.  M.  S.  at  Madras  report  25  baptisms  in  their  Tillage 
Schools.  Some  from  among  non-Christian  pupils  in  other  places  also  promise  well  as 
converts  likely  to  promote  the  growth  of  the  kingdom  of  God  in  the  land. 

The  Baldwin  High  Schools  in  Bangalore  have  become  widely  known  not  only  for 
their  high  efficiency  of  tuition,  but  also  for  their  high  spiritual  tone.  During  the 
year  under  review  there  have  been  50  conversions  among  the  pupils.  Several  of  the 
pupils  have  entered  the  work  of  the  Church  in  the  Mission  field  and  have  proved 
very  efficient  workers.  Some  are  now  working  in  Madras  in  connection  with  the  work 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  W.  F.  M.  S.  Others  who  do  not  join  our  work  go 
out  into  the  world  to  live  and  shine  for  Jesus  each  in  his  own  sphere  of  life.  To 
mention  one  example  :  a  surgeon  now  holding  a  commission  in  Her  Majesty’s  Indian 
Medical  Service  was  once  a  Baldwinian  and  in  spite  of  the  many  difficulties  in  the 
way  of  professing  Christ  among  army  Officers,  continues  to  serve  the  Lord  and 
witness  for  Him. 

It  would  be  of  great  interest  if  we  could  know  what  becomes  of  our  pupils 
after  leaving  school  and  it  is  earnestly  requested  that  teachers  and  pastors  keep  a 
record  on  the  basis  of  which  they  could  guage  and  report  the  effects  of  our  Educa¬ 
tional  work  on  the  practical  life  of  the  community. 

While  deploring  a  state  of  the  treasury  that  cripples  us  at  every  point,  the 
committee  recognizes  reasons  to  rejoice  for  the  success  God  has  granted  us  in  the 
Educational  Department  of  our  work.
